Grons Calumny Refuted,
From the N, ¥, Independent,

The charge that FPresident Lincoln indulged
in unseemly levity on the battle-fiald of Antie-
tam—calling for ribald songs and vulgar jokes,
in the presence of the wounded, the dying,
and the unburied dead—has been from time to
time repeated and industriously circulated by
the enemies of the Union party throughout the
country. Mr. Horton, late aditor of the New
York Day Dook, has embodied the story in his
“Youth's History of the Civil War'' (written
from the Southern stand-point, to offset a
similar work from the Northern point of view,
published in Boston); and the Boston Post, of
£0 recent a date as September 28, 1847, refer-
ring to a criticisam upon President Johmnson's
spoech at the Antlelam Cemetery ceremonies,
gays:—‘‘Perhaps it"" (the Lribune) “would
have preferred that Geary or some one elsey
had sung the song which the late lamented
President Lingoln sang when galloping at the
head of a party of visitors over that fleld of
battle.”’

Believing this charge to have been a malig-
nant fubrication, 1 have long sought for evi-
denoe to prove the fact. Very lately there
has prov tially come into my hands the
most complete and incontestable vindication of
Mr. Lincoln's character; and I am now pre-

to prove the origin and aunthorship of
the calumny,

It anthor was Joseph Scovill, the New
York corres ent during the war of the
London IHerald and the Londen Standard,
whose letters, over the signature of “‘Manhat-
tan,”" will be long remembered by the Ameri-
oan public for their virnlent disloyalty and

rversion of all faols which favor the

orthern caugs.

Two or three weeks after the battle of An-
tietam, in one of Mr. Bcovill's goasiping Lon-
don letters, he mentioned the fact of Mr. Lin-
ooln’s visiting the battle-fleld, and therein in-
vented and wrote the slander since republished
g0 many times by Mr. Lincoln’s enemies. Re-
_ ference to the newspapers of that date will
ghow that the first time the story was printed
in this country it was a2 an extract from 4 letter
td the London Herald by its New York corres-
poudent “‘Maunhattan.’’

Mr. 1. II. Jenny, a well-known citizen of
New York oity, met Mr. Scovill in Carleton's
bookstore shortly alter the publication of the
letter containing this dharge. He said to him,
“Boovill, how came you to write that nonsense
1o the London press about President Lincoln
at Anfistam "

“Why," replisd Boovill, it was intended
only 08 & joke. received,” he continued,
“{gn pounds sterling for that letter. I have
to put just guch stnif as that in my letters to
please guoh fellows as they are over there.”

Mr. Jonny fortunately put this statement in
writing soon afterwards, and has thuos on re-
gord the very words of the conversation.

Subsequently Scovill wrote a letter to the
London Herald purporting to give an sccount
of Gensral Grant's advance towards Rioh-
mond, and g0 grosaly misrepresented the bat-
tle of Spottsylvania that when the letter came
back o th& country, as published both in
the London Herald and London Standard
Geeral Dix wrote Scovill to consider himsslf
under arrest, and report at his office. Boovill
told General Dix that he was very ill, and
thought he had not three weeks to live, and
begged not to be sent to Fort Lafayette. Gene-
ral Dix gaid the matter would be referred to
Waehington, and in the meantime he must
conglder himeelf under arrest. BSoovill subse-
quently exhibited his ‘“‘order of arrest” to
Mr. Jenny, at the Controller's office of the city
of New York, and In answer to inquiries as to
the pature of the charges against him, replied:
—“My account of Girant's ﬂ[éhtiug on ths
Rapidan and at Spottsylvenia.' When Mr.
Jouny suggested that It might be his slander
of Presidynt Lincoln at Antietam, instead, he
replied:—“That was intended only as a joke;
nobody belisvea it here; it was written to
slense those fellows over there,” reitarating
Llu asgertion that the letter contalning the
fabrication “produced him £10 sterling.’
